Craigdarroch  1941-42  to  Lemuel  Robertson, 
M.A.  (McGill),  Emeritus  Professor  of  Classics 
at  the  University  of  British  Columbia,  in 
recognition  of  his  part  in  the  establishment 
of  University  work  in  this  Province. 


Friendship,  said  Cicero,  can  exist  only  between  men  whose  actions  and 
lives  leave  no  question  as  to  their  honour,  purity,  equity  and  liberality. 

It  is  not  possible  to  carry  on  the  business  of  life  without  some  under- 
standing and  agreement  on  such  fundamental  points  in  conduct. 

To-day  we  face  the  Axis  powers  who  openly  resort  to  lies,  treachery  and 
bad  faith  in  all  its  forms;  to  incredible  brutalities  against  helpless 
prisoners;  to  skilful  attacks  against  the  spirit  of  the  conquered  peoples  by 
the  manipulation  of  diet  and  by  the  prostitution  of  modern  discoveries  in 
psychology;  to  the  enslavement  of  man,  body  and  soul. 

Is  it  possible  to  be  at  peace  with  such  people?  The  issue  is  unmistakable. 
One  side  or  the  other  must  go.  The  enemy  is  so  strong  that  nothing  less 
than  all  that  we  have  and  all  that  we  can  be  will  defeat  him.  The  required 
sacrifice  will  be  greater  than  we  now  imagine. 

Do  we  approach  this  high  task  with  hands  that  are  entirely  clean,  or  is 
there  something  rotten  in  our  state? 

Let  each  man  search  his  own  heart;  for  without  vision  the  people 
perish.

When  interviewed  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  he  described  the  College  as  "restful"  and,  strangely  enough,  when 
interviewed  again  recently,  after  a  year's  toil  here,  he  says  he  still  thinks 
the  same  thing.  Possibly  this  is  because  Mr.  B.  came  to  us  direct  from 
Petawawa  Military  Camp  where  he  held  the  position  of  Educational 
Director.

By  seriously  continuing 
our  studies  at  the  college  and  possibly  at  the  university,  we  are,  in  a  way, 
directly  helping  the  government  and  the  country,  for  future  years  will 
necessitate  trained  minds  to  tackle  the  post-war  problems  that  will  in- 
evitably arise.  In  deference  to  Biaginni,  we  cannot  say  "the  student  of  to- 
day is  the  leader  of  to-morrow,"  yet  this  is  in  many  cases  a  truth.  The 
government  has  realized  this  fact  and  has  created  new  student  help  funds 
in  recent  months.  Of  course,  many  of  the  students  at  Craigdarroch  will 
join  the  forces  at  the  end  of  this  term — in  fact,  a  few  have  done  so  already. 
Of  these,  we  can  say  nothing  except,  may  they  fight  a  good  fight  and 
return  safely  home.

Pip  Beckton  and  Jack  Gatehouse,  the  athletic  representatives  on  the 
Students'  Council,  have  actively  participated  in  the  sports  and  worked  very 
diligently  to  better  the  lot  of  the  players.  Thanks  to  the  Council,  there  has 
been  a  great  improvement  in  the  matter  of  block  letters.  This  term,  chenille 
block  letters  will  be  awarded  as  major  sport  crests.
